He was a fre- 
quent visitor at "RomanccAe", tte 
baronial home of his uncle, Cap- 
tain Robert S,JLiee, on the Pamuu- 
key river, in King William coun- 
ty. He was, like his illustrious 
kinsman who served as governor 
active in the politics of the State, 
and frequently appeared on the 
stump. The only public office 'he 
ever held, however, was that ot 
a seat In the House of Delegates 
from Fairfax. Standing more than 
six feet tall, Jovial, possessed of a 
booming voice, and manners to be 
expected of a grandson of Robert 
B. Lee, Colonel Lee was a lovable 
and wortty scoln of a great fam 
ily. His death brought sorrow tc 
every section of Virginia. 

It was entirely fitting ttat he 
should. In death, have been placed 
beside his ancestors in the hal- 
lowed recesses of Lee Chapel, a 
shrine that on passing cadets at 
Virginia Military Institute place 
hand to cap in smart salute and 
students at Washington and Lee 
doff their hats. 

The name of Lee, as applled^'to 
General Lee and his descendants, 
is one that is held in particular 
reverance by the people ol Vir- 
ginia. There . is sympathy, of 
course, with Mrs. Lee's desire to 
have tte body of her husband near 
her in native Charleston. It seems 
hardly necessary, however, to sug- 
gest to her that at Lexington Col- 
onel Lee will through the ages 
sleep with his fathers in an at- 
mosphere that is steeped in tte 
tradition of his family. We doubt 
not that he will be happier there. 
A place beside him has been res- 
erved for Mrs. Lee.

HOW DICTATORS ARE MADE 

It would appear at this writing that the drastic military rule ot 
Premier Daladier, of France, has broken the bachbone of the strlk* 
of organized labor in that countrjr which was brought about by tte 
decree dotog away with the 40 hour work week. Consideri ng tt a 
military measures taken to accomplish this end, it Is not surprblflt^ 
ttat the opposition of organized labor seems to have given way b«for» 
it. The army has found it necessary to extend the military control 
%f the railways, to the subways, busses, gas, water, light, mail and tele- 
graph service, and armed forces are stationed at all strategic potots t» 
avoid strife. 

Such is a picture of tte situation in France today, and regardlela 
of merit of either side of the argument, it is not reassurtog to tte sta- 
bility of government to that unfortunate country. No one would^* 
so bold as to contend that the position of France today was 
but precarious, from both wlttln and without, and it is distressing 
see a large part of the population willtog to embarrass those to autt- 
ority at a time like this. From a distance it would appear that ttoie 
who called the strike were willing to advertise to the world that ttejr 
are unable to govern themselves, by reason, and prefer to be controlled 
by military measures. 

It is of such an attitude that dlctatorshlpsi arl bom, and comtog 
at a time when democracies are to more or less disrepute to some 
places, the demonstration will serve no good end, imd may hastm 
the day of dictatorship to France.

IN A WEB OF THEIR BIAKINQ 

An odd situation is to tte maktog as a result of the destruction of 
Jewish synagogues, stores and homes to Germany followtog tte kill- 
ing of a Nazi ditriomat to Paris. The German government havtog im- 
posed a f toe tm a mtoorlty group of citizens for the act of one of Ita 
number, ftods Itself to a quandary as to how they will compel the pay- 
ment of the ftoe. An estimated half billion dollars of damage havtog 
been done by their own citizens, they now claim payment for the dam- 
age from Insurance firms, largely located In England, having substitut" 
ed themselves by governmental decree, in place of the rightful policy 
holders. 

A news item from Berlin, states that the International insuvaiM^* 
firms win contest the claims which have been put furwa^ by German 
compuiies, for retosurance placed with them, on the ground of "to- 
adequate police protection, and organized connivance of the German 
Government." No one with a sense of fairness will question tte merit 
of the contention of the English companies, and a payment of this 
claim, at this time, would be a show of weakness bordertog on com- 
plete collapse. 

On no grounds can the German- Gov«mment make this claim witt 
equity toward either party to the original ccmtract. By tt«r actions 
they have persecuted the one, uid tried to defttiud the otter, tMA tto 
court desKTii^ tYte name wouM awud damagn to the paye tr ato r of 
the Illegal act which forn» the baais of tte claim.

stood in the middle of the table.

Ale, porter, light wines. English 
«in and Irish or Scotch whiskey 
were served. The gentleman, arm- 
ed With an oyster knife and a 
course towel, opened the oysters 
fOT his lady and himself.

Moreover, 
these properties must be consider- 
ed in relation to visible trends In 
housing development nad mast be 
located In neighborhoods which 
are considered secure from disin- 
tegrating influences. 

"This does not mean, though, 
that only high-priced dwellings in 
high-priced neighborhoods are 
eligible as security for insured 
mortgages. On the contrary, the 
regulations set forth in FHA's 
property ana subdivision stand- 
ards are focused on the modest 
dwelling and the modest neighbor- 
hood."

The hurricane poured tons of 
water over the small craft, which 
was built for Orand Banks Ashing, 
and ' smashed In her companion- 
ways. The crew was pumping to 
keep her afloat when she passed 
Into the vortex of the storm. 

"The waves were sweeping her 
from stem to stem." said Milton, 
"and the five of ua, Uking the 
ship's cat, climbed aloft fbr our 
Uvea. We lashed ourselves to tbe 
rigging and lived there for three 
days and nights. We had no fresh 
water and little food.

tiflcatlon projects, nineteen mem- 
bers attended Cape Henry 4-H 
Camp, ten members attended 
State Short Course at Blacksburg, 
three members attended the Wild 
Life Conservation Camp at 
Jamestown^ about one hundred 
members wrote histories of old 
farms in the county, and all of 
the clubs held a public meeting 
for parents and friends. 
Livestock 

"My work with all livestock and 
farm team was increased again 
this year as my records show the 
following: 3,749 hogs were vaccin- 
ated against cholera for 102 dif- 
ferent farmers. This is an increase 
of about 500 over the year before. 
526 were vaccinated with swine 
Plague serum and 781 pigs were 
treated for worms by myself or 
the cpoperator. 

"At the request of the Board of 
Supervisors, I again vaccinated 
horses and inules with Botulinus 
Antitoxin. This work also ihcreas- 
ed this year as 534 head were 
treated for 194 different farmers. 

"My work with poultry the past 
year consisted of culling 796 hens 
for egg production, furnishing 
worm capsules for 2,273 chickens 
and turkeys, pox vaccine for 1,500 
head, and advised treatment for 
1,020 head of other poultry. 

"Cards were mailed to all sheep 
owners each month during the 
summa: giving specific instruc- 
ticms in treating the animals for 
intestional parasites. Two demon- 
strations were given In this work 
and 27 sheep were treated.

year. Fifty growers were given 
specific instructions in sheeting 
and treating seed before bedding. 
The corr(»ive Imbllmate used for 
the treating was put up in handy 
packages and kept In the county 
«fftee 'fw the accommodation joX. 
the cooperators. Bach year the 
quality of sweet potatoes is being 
Improved m Princess Anne due to 
tbe work that is done along this 
line. Two new storage houses were 
built this year which brings the 
county total to 88 houses. The 
capacity of these houses is about 
100,000 bushels and th« crop stor- 
ed at the present time is estimat- 
ed to be about 75,000 bushels of 
marketable sweet potatoes. 

"Through the cooperation of H. 
M. Clark. Bxtenslon Representa- 
tive of the Virginia Truck Experi- 
ment Station, a large number of 
potato growers were aided this 
year in getting samples of soil 
tested to determine the right 
amount of lime and the right an- 
alysis of fertilizei^MTire^ 
ing the cropr~tTie agent sent sev- 
eral circular letters to potato 
growers to advise them of the me- 
thods to use in comlmtting late 
blight that affected both the 
spring and fall crops. Cost account 
records were continued again this 
year with nineteen growers coope- 
rating in this work. 

"Timely information through 
visits, field demnostratlons, and 
ciH:ular letters was furnished 
strawberry growers in regards to 
cultivation, thinning, and the 
right formula of fertilizer to use 
and the time to apply same. Forty 
strawlierry growers were supplied 
a number of yellows free Blake- 
more plants by the Truck Experi- 
ment Station through my office 
for the purpose of growing disease 



free planta. Timely Information 
was also sent to growers of other 
truck crops in regard to fertilizing 
and controlling both diseases and 
insects. 

Soil Conservation Frogram 

The Agricultural Conservation 
Association of Princess Anne has 
shown still further growth during 
the past year and at the present 
time there are only a few farms 
of any Importance that are not in 
the program. The niunber of work 
sheets Increased from 714 in 1937 
to about 950 at the present time. 

"The Soil Conservation Program 
can be classed only as good farm- 
ing methods. Farmers are 'learn- 
ing this more and more each year 
and an increasing number are try- 
ing to carry out its provisions as 
they learn its purposes. Due to 
this program and the financial 
aid that it offers, more and more 
farmers are using lime each year 
on land that is too acid to profit- 
ably produce crops and also more 
winter cover crops are being seed- 
"ed than at any time in the history 
of^thls county. This is also'triie 
of green manure crops being turn- 
ed under. 

"Farmers who complied with the 

1937 program earned in t>^efiC 
payments $57,186.36 or an average 
of $93.14 per check received. My 
estimate is that about this same 
amount will be distributed to 
those who have complied with the 

1938 program. The average for 
1938 will be less per farm, due to 
the withdrawal of the diversion 
payments; however, a mjuch larger 
number will receive checks than 
was the case in 1937."

"Before the Chris- 
tmas Seal made posidble education 
of the public, tuberculosis ranked 
fhBt as a cause of death. To be 
told one had it was practically 
death warrant. There were scarce- 
ly any facilities for the care of 
those sick with the disease. 

"Today tuberculosis is known to 
be preventable and curable. It has 
dropped from flrs^, to seventh 
place as a cause of death and the 
death rate has been cut two- 
third?. Sanatoria have been de- 
veloped for modem treatment of 
the disease. By means of tuber- 
culin tests and Z-rays the disease 
may be detected early. 

"Although the public is respond- 
ing slowly to the Christmas Seal 
appeal, more funds to carry on 
Uie campaign are needed fw next, 
year, Mrs. Parks said, and add- 
ed that "additional ccmtrlbutions 
must be forthcoming if the coun- 
ty is to equal the past year." 

"After jrau have purchased your 
Christmas Seals, do not forget to 
use ttwm.

"Virginia Beach, in Histwie 
Princess Amie County" is the title 
of the newest publications to be 
sponsored by the Virginia Beaeh 
Chamber of Commerce, it was an- 
nounced yesterday by Don Seiwell, 
managing director of the local or- 
ganization, who will edit the 
booklet.

No one knows just what will be 
Ihe outcome of the Involved sit- 
uation arrislng in the Council 
meeting last Monday night, but 
tme thing seems, clear as a result 
of what happened, and that Is; 
there is a general dlsatlsfactlon 
■with the turn of events, which had 
been scheduled as an aftermath 
at the resignation of the Chief of 
police. 

This conclusion was borne out 
bur the fact that no one rose to say 
a word in favor of the appoint- 
ment which had been jnade by the 
Mayor, which was of course sub- 
ject to confirmation by the Town 
Council. In'fact, the nomination 
trtilch was announced on Monday 
In the Norfolk Ledger Dispatch, 
never reached the floor for an 
affirmative vote. A substitute 
measure calling for a vote of dis- 
approval of the appointment was 
Toted down, it is true, but still 
another proposal to defer the vote 
until next month received the en- 
tire vote of the Council. 

In a proceeding of this nature it 
Is unusual to say the least that 
the question logically before 
Council should not even be 
tarought forward to be voted on. It 
is but natural to ask why sucn 
ahould be the case? And there 
■eems to be but one answer to the 
Querry; namely' a large number of 
dttaens did not like the way 
things were going. It smacked 
too much of a matter of political 
bargaining to be swallowed with- 
out protest, and the protest took 
such form as to call for a new 
deal of the cards before final ac- 
Um Is taken, 

In the mean time there will be 
ample time to go over the matter. 
Further light might be thrown on 
the situatim, and something come 
of tt as a result of the delay, but 
pending that time no 'one would 
ewe to say who will be the future 
Chief. Certainly nobody knew 
i^ter the Council meeting last 
Monday. What had looked to be 
a matter of plain sailing took on 
such stwmy appearance, ls make 
the Council ready to seek shelter 
In the protection of delay. 

One man whose name was 
brought before the meeting by 
one of the iMximinent spealcers i$ 
supposed to have said, that if he 
were appointed "he was going to 
be Chief," and take orders from 
no one. If such could be the case 
at the Beach a good part of the 
trouUes of the past would be eli- 
■linated. The appointment before 
the Council seons to have had its 
roots so de^ly seeted in bargain- 
IDC tar political reasons, as to have 
pleosed no one but the appointive 
pawas. Maybe oUier considera- 
tions wiU be looked to betort con- 
ffemiMon is Airthctnning.

THE PENSION PROBLEM 

Writing^on a subject that we have long felt would some day have 
to be deciied by an honest vote, the arthur of the quoted lines below 
who is unknown to this column, but to whom we gladly give credit as 
far as is possible, sizes up a problem which politicians have used to 
catch votes and which now rises to haunt them as a problem they 
must face. We are referring to the old age question as Involved In 
the pension plans Being put forward by the score. We gladly sutamii 
the following to our readers: 

If you want to spoil a pleasant day for a politician, just whisper 
the word "pension" to hlm.It's an odds-on bet that he will be visited 
wltji a terrific headache. For the old-age assistance problem is 
rapidly reaching the stature of oiu- Number 1 domestic issue. As an 
AP writer. John Hightower puts It, "Voices too feeble toNsarry across 
the family parlor may echo in stentorian tones throughout the halls 
of Congress this winter." The next Congress may do little or nothing 
about It. But, unless *a miracle occurs, some not far distant Con- 
gress Is going to be forced to tackle the problem and get down to 
cases. 

The Issue Is not a political one, in any partisan sens6. The idea 
that came into the mind of Dr. Townsend when he looked out of las 
window a few years ago and saw a pathetic old woman searching In a 
garbage can for food, has reached gigantic proportions — and has come 
to bedevil and worry Republicans as well as Democrats. It is especially 
embarrassing to the Democrats now, because they are in power. A 
shift in party power would put it up to the Republicans. 

The pension leaders are definitely dissatisfied with the Admin- 
istration's enacted social security legislation. They feel that It offers 
the Indigent old a bone, Instead of a decent meal. They are convinced 
that the government should and could substantially increase the 
amount of pensions. They think that the Federal government should 
take the lead, and that then the states will follow and agree to do 
theh- part of the job. 

From the standpoint of our lawmakers, the whole thing is a 
nightmare. They feel that the country could not stand Increases in 
benefits to anywhere near current demands. They can porduce well- 
known economists by the bushel to testify that such ideas for financ- 
ing pensions as Dr. Townsend's "velocity dollar" are unworkable and 
fantastic. But this does them no good when they are confronted 
with the fact that the pension-advocates represent and command mil- 
lions of votes. And that Is why there has been so much political 
pussy-footing on the subject of pensions by candidates for office. Al- 
most all job-seekers endorse. In the vaguest terms they can get away 
with, the principle of adequate and even lavish aid for the aged 
needy. Most of them, once they've successfully convinced the voters 
of their worth, try to get the whole topic as much out of the limelight 
as possible. 

This does not necessarily mean such men are Insincere. Some of 
them strongly feel that benefits must be Increased, yet do nothing 
about It— simply because they haven't got the answers to the tremen- 
dous questions, principally financial, that arise. They want to move 
— but they can't see a clear path ahead. 

Still another weakness cf the pensi«pi movement is foimd in in- 
ternal bickering. The Townsend Plan organization, for instance, is 
split into a doaen factions. Some of the early leaders have deserted 
the Doctor, and are leading omx)sed blocs of their own. Furthermore, 
the fact that there is cwnpetltion in the field— such as the California 
thlrty-dollaA-every-Thursflay proposal (which was beaten last elec- 
tion, though the movement's gubernatorial and senatorial candidates 
were elected) makes a united front Impossible. 

President Roosevelt has definitely turned thumbs down on the 
more extreme proposals, calling them "short cuts to Utopia" and re- 
ferring to their sponsors as "the lunatic fringe." It Is known that he 
has instructed his Congressional lieutenants to do anything they can 
to Iceep the issue on the sidellness, as he believes that it imperils the 
success of his own more moderate mrogram. But It begins to l<iiok as 
If matters are approaching something of a crisis, where no one can 
long keep the pot from boiling over. And when that happens, you'll 
see fireworks such as you've rarely seen before.

vate enterprise, are merely 'ducal overlords' who stand ia the way ot 
all progress. Tlie dangers involved in such a course as this are an 
ev^itual bankrut>tcy of the Natimal Government and encoura^ment 
of 'class' prejwllce which ought to have no place in the United 
Stat^."

We do not know, nor does any- 
(Hie else, how Imminent the dan- 
ger of a war involving the United 
Stotes may be. 

We .hope that there Is nothing 
of the kind In the offing. But It is 
apparent that the folk who are 
running things in Washington be- 
lieve that this country should put 
Itself in a position where it can 
prot^t Itself in necessary. 

Sometimes the best way to keep 
out of war is to be prepared to 
fight if threatened — and to let 
the other felldw know that we are 
stronger than he is. We get the 
Impression that some such theory 
underlies the revived talk of a 
great program of national de- 
fense. 

We do not understand that 
anyone fears an actual invasion of 
the United States, though Gen. 
Malln Oraig, Chief of Staff, says 
we ought to have a lot more anti- 
aircraft guns and search-lights to 
guard against attack from the air. 
The President has sugfl^ted 
that we need a much larger fight- 
ing air force than we have now. 
There is talk of asking Congress 
to appropriate mimey to increase 
oiu* military planes from the pres- 
ent goal of about 2,300 to nine or 
ten thousand. 

At the same time we are build- 
ing the biggest navy America has 
ever had. Six new battleships, 40 
new destroyers, 16 new submar- 
ines, four new cruisers and a lot 
of smaller vessels are tilready 
either under construction or au- 
thorized. 

TRe question naturally arises: 
What do we need such a big navy 
for if we do not expect to be at- 
tacked? We certainly don't expect 
to attack anybody. 

The answer is found in the re- 
cent utterances of the l4esldent 
on the subject of the solidarity of 
interest of all the nations of the 
American continent, north and 
south. It has been a fixed policy 
of the United States for more 
than 100 years that we will not 
stand for any European nation 
estoUlshing colonies or otherwise 
getting a fo<^hold anywhere in 
America. 

Under the Monroe Doctrine it 
is up to the United Statra to re- 
sist any attempt by Germany, 
Italy or any other country to get 
control of any part of South or 
Central Ameri^. " 

There have been many signs 
indicattog that one or uiother of 
the totalitarain natl«xis is eager 
to get possesion of Brasil. If this 
country has to fle^t. it scans 
more likely that it will be to iho- 
tect Brazil and oth«* South Am- 
«ican nations from f<»e^ pene- 
tration than to repel iavmiiem to 
the north. 

Apparently we are getting aU 
set for d^ense. and that fact 
al<me may be oioogh to prevent 
any mtton ttom trying to put 
somethtog over.

Cidonel Marhm 8. Battle, direc- 
tor of the motor vehicle division, 
recently pointed out one of the 
several reasons why drivers should 
be more careful at night when 
viability is lower than in the day 
time. He puts it this way: 

"If the headlights ttiow you 
the road for a distance of 200 feet 
ahead, and It takes you 250 feet 
to stop at the speed you are 
traveling, before you could st<n> 
you would hit the object ahead 
of you hi the road." 

Remarking that the lesson Is 
clear, the Lynchburg News adds 
this adrice: "Travel at a rate 
which will permit you to bring 
your automobile to a full stop 
within the distance covered by 
your Ughts. If forty miles an hour, 
is so fast that you can not stop 
between the point at which you 
are and the point at which your 
light picks up the obstacle in the 
road you are headed for a crash. 
In other words, because a certain 
rate of qpeed is safe in the day 
time it does not follow that it is 
safe at night. It is not the flat 
rate at which you are traveling 
which determines whether you are 
reckless at cautious, but the rate 
in relation to the power of your 
headlights. 'I was going only 
thlrtf,' may under ch-cumstances 
have to be revised to, 'I was hit- 
ting It up at thirty.' What hi day 
driving would be a plea of in- 
nocence becomes in night driving 
a confession of giillt."

LIKE crooked pictures on a wall, 
crooked lamp shades can give a 
room the lieeby-jeebies. but the tip- 
ped lamp shade even goes beyond 
that and can produce eye discom- 
fort if bare bulbs glare out from 
beneath it. 

Sometimes a shade is tipped in an 
effort to get more light. Like a 
toothache, this is a sign of trouble. 
The shade has been tipped because 
the light is not quite right . . . and 
even with the tipped shade it stilt 
is not right. 

If we get .to the source of the 
trouble and make the table light 
right . . . then we need not tip the 
•hade. We will look first at the 
size of the bulbs in the lamp. Tbesa 
should add up to a wattage of at 
least 100, and if they do not, we 
can nip the source of irritation in 
the bud by equipping the table lamp 
with enough light 

Height of Uie lamp base and 
width of the shade may be Uie 
difficulty too, and today, we are 
learning to use taller lamps with 
broader skades, lllra Uiose approved 
by the niaminattng mglMerlng 
Society, because the ligkting is thus 
well di^ribnted.

White the adult diet is less li- 
able to deficiencies in blood build- 
ing materials, insufficient in- 
'takes of iron are apparently com- 
mon. According to Dr. Sherman 
of ColumWa University, a margin 
of safety would require the inges- 
tion of 15 milligrams of iron per 
day. And yet careful studies of 
recommended adult menus reveal 
that a surprisingly high percent- 
age of them fall below Sherman's 
daily dietary standard. Studies of 
typical diets of the rural south 
reveal a deficiency tn Iron and 
suggest the prevalence of nutri- 
tional anemia. A In-miant series of 
experiments made some years ago 
disclosed that along with Iron, a 
very small amount of some com- 
pound of copper was necessary If 
the soluble compounds of Iron are 
to be absorbed and used by the 
body. "A chemical analysis of a 
food to determine what It con- 
tains and how much" according to 
S. J. Coulson, "Is of little value 
In establlshlnjr the Imjxn-tance of 
the food as an article of diet im- 
less it can be shown that these 
constitutions are essential to life, 
and are In a form easily available 
to the digestive system." 

in reporting on the results of 
'Studies of oysters at the labora- 
Utty of the South Carolina Food 
Research Colnmlsslon, Couison 
and co-workers reached the fol- 
lowing conclusions— "The results 
«how that the oyster is equalled 
4r excelled only by liver in the 
amounts of Iron and copper which 
it may furnish in the diet in an 
average serving."

"Oysters should, therefore, be 
effica cious in the treatment or 
l»-evention of those types of sec- 
ondary anemia which respond to 
treatment with h-on or iron plus 
cwper.

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State Forester 
Asks Hunters To 
Extinguish Fires 

Care Urged Upon All Who Go 
into Woods to be Carefal 
of "Smokes" and Other 
Fire Hazards 



p. C. Pederson, State Forester 
for the Virginia Conservation 
Commission, has requested hunt- 
ers and other people who go into 
the woodland areas this fall to 
exercise the greatest care with 
campflres, burning matches and 
*smdkes," to prevent forest ilrra. 

"High winds usually prevail 
during November and the early 
part of December, and the leaves 
blowing around become so dry 
that they Ignite almost immedi- 
ately from burning tobacco 
thrown carelessly away, or from 
the sparks of a campflre," Mr. 
Pederson said. 

"All camp or 'warming up' fires 
should be built on mineral soil or 
on rock, and never on the forest 
duff or against a log or tree stub. 
Inflammable material should be 
raked away from the fire and 
under no conditions should any

"Section 545-a o* the Virginia 
code requires anyone who builds 
a fire in the open air, or who uses 
a fire in the <ven air that was 
built by another person, within 
150 feet of any woodland or ex- 
tinguish the fire totally before 
leaving It untended. 

"No cigarette or cigar stub 
should be dropped In the woods 
unless extinguished, and the same 
precaution should be taken with 
pipe ashes. Burning matches 
should be broken to be sure that 
they are out before being thrown 
away. All too many fires are 
started by carelessly disposing of 
lights matches, pipe heels and 
cigarettes. 

"It is the unconscious work of 
a second to throw^ away lighted 
cigarettes, but it may take gen- 
erations to restore the forest to its 
former condition. 

"Hunters and sportsmen have 
everything to gain, and nothing 
to lose, by being careful with fire 
in the woods. If wild life on for- 
est lands in Virginia is to be ma- 
terially Incrtosed, it is essential 
that the environment which it 
needs be gradually built back to 
normal. To accomplish such ob- 
jectives, siwrtsmen should first 
concentrate their efforts on pre- 
venting forest fires, which destroy 
the cover and food supply upon 
which most species of the wild life

Unity Desired 

The time has come for a gener- 
al reorganization of the Depart- 
ment ^f Public Welfare into a 
well-cmrdlnated unit under re- 
sponsible, unified management.

AAA Payments for Rebuild- 
inf Farm Woods Advanced 
as Means of Increasing 
Values and Stopping Ero- 
sien

The AgridalturiU Conservation 
Program ^pVidM fliat improving 
the farm Wobdft msir be credited 
hs a soil building practice at the 
ratl^ t<m acres of credit for one 
acrf improved. Like other items in 
th9 program, rebuilding the farm 
woods is a good thing of Itself. 
The AAA payment Is velvet. 

Almost every farm has some 
land which the owner knows he 
cannot cultivate or pasture pro- 
fitably. If it Is to contribute to 
the farm enterprise, it must do so 
by producing usable kx salable 
trees. Yet most farm woods arc 
so rpn-down that they are little 
better than wee«| patdhes— and 
are getting worse every Jrear. 
Livestock kill or cripi^e the young 
growth, while thoughtless cutting 
removes the better trees and 
leaves the sorry (mes to occupy 



the ground and scatter seed to 
make more of their kind. 

The A. C. program attempts to 
better this situation by offering 
payments for farm forest im- 
provement. Two steps are neces- 
sary to qualify: Pence out live- 
stock; and follow some plan of 
cutting which operates to reduce 
cull material and put the woods 
into condition to grow good tim- 
ber. 

On most farms, the simplest 
way to do this is to cut next year's 
supply of fuel wood so it will meet 
the requirements. (The wood may 
be sold if there is a market.) 
Under this plan, from 3 to 10 
acres can be made to qualify each 
year; the cost of the work will be 
carried by the wood; the forest 
will be left in condition to grow 
something worthwhile; and you 
will be paid for doing it. 

Time To Act 

Farmers who have difficulty in 
meeting theb- full soil building 
quota should be especially inter- 
ested in this project, and are 
urged to consult their county 
agent at an early date. Most farm 
wood cutting is done in the win- 
ter. It should be done so as to 
qualify, whether or not it is need- 
ed to meet the farm quota.

N master bedroom, child's room, 
nursery and gnest room alike, 
food lighting goes hand tn hand 
with comfort and attractiveness. 
Remove the lamps from the room 
pictared here, for example, and 
mnch of the livablllty ia lost. 

So If yoB're pondering about 
some of the gifts on your Christmas 
list, an additional bedroom lamp or 
two may be the answer. But where 
should the lamps be placed, and 
what sort should they be? Here 
are some suggestions: 

Beside the bedroom chair is an 
Ideal place for a good floor lamp, 
el/aer a junior or bridge model. 
The chair thus becomes a much 
more Inviting place for relaxed 
reading or mending or for the p<it- 
tliig on of hosiery and shoes. The 



shade of the lamp here should have 
a light lining for economical reflec- 
tion of light, as should all the lamps 
in the home. And if the lamp has 
an inner diffusing bowl there Is no 
possibility of bare bulbs glaring 
down into the eyes of the person 
sitting there. 

For the dressing table, one aaay 
select either wall portable lamps, 
which are hung as easily as a pic- 
ture and take up no room on the 
table, or twin table lamps similar 
to those illustrated. See that the 
standards are high enough to bring 
the shades to face level when you 
are sitting at the table, and the 
reflection on the face will thus be 
mncli smoother 

And then there's reading In bed! 
No more need we frown on this 
practice if we sit up In bed with 
proper posture and abundant light 
A wall portable lamp above the 



table, or a table lamp of good height 
between twin beds Is suggested. 

Aad haven't yon noticed how an 
oM-ffeshioned celling Hxtnre can 
Bpon the appearance of an other- 
wise dainty and charming bedroom? 
The fixture shown here is new and 
smooth in appearance. It gives a 
grand variety of Indirect lighttog 
throughout the room, unlike the old 
fixtures that glared Into the eyes 
of a person in bed. There are any 
number of new units of this type in 
the stores now; some may be 
screwed Into a socket as easily as 
a bulb, without any fuss or trouble. 

Tiny night lights for the nursery 
or sick room, or bedroom In gen- 
eral, are another development. 
These may be plugged into any out- 
let. They give a soft shaded light 
that is Just enough to see one's 
way about In a room without dis- 
turbing a sleeper.

Q. The floors of my house show 
signs of "sweating." How can this 
be corrected? 

A. It Is evident that your floor 
is tmusually cold and is apparent- 
ly of concrete or some other mas- 
onry material. Warm air contain- 
ing a relatively high percentage 
of moisture will give up or con- 
dense some of this moisture on 
the floor, producing what appears 
to be sweating, when it comes in 
contact with the cold surface of 
the floor. This condition is not 
easily controlled. The most feas- 
ible remedy is well-regulated ven- 
tilation and ample simlight, if 
possible. Oenerally, windows 
should be open night and day 
during fair weather and when it 
is cooler outside than inside.

paid. A limit was set on January 
1st. to take up the proposition and 
the members of the congregation 
are doing their utmost to raise the 
funds, and are counting on the 
Virginia Baptists to help them, 
that the church will be opened to 
the students of the University of 
Virginia, the nurses of the Uni- 
versity Hospital and the people of 
Charlottesville. They feel sm-e 
that the Baptists of the state will 
rejoice over this wonderful oppor- 
ttmity.

to the case of old dwellings, 
such a check is doubly recom- 
mended. The original Installations 
may have Ijecome worn or damag- 
ed. The services of a competent 
electrician should be employed to 
avoid mistakes which might i»ove 
costly and hazard(ms. 

A wiring system, if permitted to 
rranain neglected, may prove to 
be a dangerous fire hazard. Non- 
metallic sheathed cable, armwed 
cable, ritid metal pipe, or knob 
and tube may be used in rewiring. 

A variety of types of switches 
may be anployed. Standacd t<«gle 
switches may be used for ord- 
inary locations. Mercury switches 
may be used but are geno^Ily

In plans for building a new. 
hMne, every room should receive, 
careful attention. A house to be 
lived in for many years should 
have no weak points. 

Before a new home may be fi- 
nanced under the Insured Mort- 
gage System of the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration, it must meet 
certain standards of location, de- 
sign, and construction. These 
standards assure sound value and 
protect both mortgagor and mort- 
gagee. 

The suitability of a particular 
house can be decided only by a 
particular family. Too often a 
prospective builder or purchaser 
considers only the livint? room, 
the required number of bedrooms, 
and adequate closet space in det- 
ermining the suitability of a home.

Troy. WUUam B Martin, Fted S. 
Taykv, Barton Myers and Rirtiert 
M. Hughes, free of charge to be 
used fw a site for si^ chapel. 
Later Uiki dte was excluuved with 
BartM) Mynrs for Lot 1, Sq. 17. 
and re-conveyed to the following 
trustees: WUltam B. Martin. Fred 
S. Taylor. Barton Myers, Robert 
M. Riwhes, Sr., and Frank M. 
Whitehurst, and funds were raised 
for the building. 

"At that time the Railroad 
Cmnpany dtmated $S00 to stare 
the fond, requesting that all den- 
omlnatimis be allowed to hold 
services there, but the Episcopal 
Church was in charge, and from 
the begimiing they maintained the 
church, defraying all expenses, re- 
pairs, lighting, heating, janitor 
service, ?tc. At one time the Ro- 
man Catholics celebrated Mass at 
8 A. M.; the Episcopalians held 
service at 11 A. M.; the Methodist 
at 4 P. M.; and the Baptist at 
8 P. M. All these denominations, 
as wen as the Presbyterians, now 
have splendid buildings of their 
own. 

Mimed OalHee 

"The Rev. William Savage. 
Rector of Eastern Shore Chapel at 
Oceana, and of Chapel-by-the- 
Sea at Dam N^k, (since discon- 
tinued), took over the supervision 
of the work at our chapel whicii 
t:e suggested should be called 
"Galilee", which name was ap 
proved. 

"Our status at that time was 
that of a Mission, but it has been 
our proudest boast that never 
have we asked or received a single 
dollar from the Board of Missions. 
Our churclrhas always beeirsup-' 
ported by free doijiations of our 
congregations. 

"Prom the first we have had a 
strong and satisfactory Sunday 
School, holding its sessions every 
Sunday, both summer and winter, 
until within the past few years It 
has closed for the summer months 

"At no time have we ever been 
connected with . Eastern Shore 
Chapel, nor are we an off-shooi 
of It. Galilee Church originated 
here, and has grown and pros- 
pered entirely through the efforts 
of its own members, another fact 
of which to be proud. 

"Among those very active in the 
building and progress of the 
church was Mr. S. E. Crittendon, 
manager of the original Princess 
Anne Hotel. Himself an ardent 
churchman and Christian gentle- 
man, he interested many of his 
noted guests in the work, and 
many famous divines held service 
and preached in our bare little 
chapel. 

"On several occasions retired 
clergymen, spending the winters 
at Virginia Beach, took over the 
Parochial work and services free 
of charge. Among these was the 
Rev. W. B. T. Smith of New 
Hampshire, who gave three whole 
winters of his time to this work, 
and I am sure many of the older 
people in the surrounding country 
will remember his interest in them 
and lib many kindnesses. 

"In the late nineties the Rev. 
Mr. Savage was obliged to retire 
temporarily on account of severe 
throat trouble, and the Rev. Ed- 
ward Patton Miner took charge. 
To him and his very clever and 
devoted wife, Mftdge Lister Min- 
er, is due in great measure the 
continuity — in fact the very ex- 
istence — of our church, for it has 
not always been easy to carry on. 
She, the pupil of an English 
choir-master, and herself an ac- 
complished musician and com- 
poser, trained a choir that had 
an enviable reputation. Her death 
was a severe blow to all of us, and 
very shortly after. Mi-. Ktiner re- 
signed. 

"At that time our status was 
that of an Independent Congre- 
gation, ami Bishop Tucker placed 
Rev. Dr. MillMmk in charge. He 
served the church a year or so, 
and left for England. The Bishop 
then placed the Rev. Thomas 
Hideout in chari^. 

In New Birildfew 

"At this time the new church 
iHiilding was omtemplated. In 
order to make financial arrange- 
ments for the new work, and due 
to the {»%vious deaths of the ma- 
joxiUf of the tru^sees, to injure 
tlie lei^ty of Gm procedures, tiK 
■Mo- was takm thnmgh the 
tmne courts, awl ttw U^

"As the old chiawlt-lSuilding was 
so loved and revered by those 
young people who had spent their 
very lives In it, the Madge Lister 
Guild (formerly the Junior 
Guild), consisting of a small group 
of young girls, headed by Mrs. W. 
W. Sawyer, raised enough money 
to move the old building to the 
rear of the lot and repair it to be 
used as a Parish House, which 
office it still fills. 

"After Mr. Hideout accepted a 
call to Mt. Holly, N. J., and we, 
having by that time reached the 
status of a Parish, the vestry call- 
ed the present incumbent, the 
Rev. Reginald Eastman, from St. 
Mary's Church Oatesville, N. C.

Pt^ting to the fact that as 
Christmas approaches, there 
seems to be, "An open season 
oa bicycles", Sergeant C. O

careful to make a record of the 
serial number to be found 
under the sprocket of every 
bicycle. "Only by knowing 
these numbers, can we make 
the identification necessary to 
recovery, when they are report- 
ed to us as stolen", he said. 

An investigation at head- 
quarters brought out the fact 
that there were two bicycles 
now in the possession of the 
Ijolice which are known to t&v. 
been stolen, l»ut cannot be 
identified, for want of the ser- 
ial numbers. It is customary 
for those who take them to 
change parts about from ons 
bicycle to another, and to re- 
paint them so that they no 
longer are capable of identifi- 
cation, without this number.

In doing so, there will be a larger 
crop of berries the following year, 
and the gro\\th of the trees en- 
couraged. 

The slogan, "Be Holly-Wise," it 
is hoped will be state-wide this 
Christmas. Wear a holly leaf in 
your button hole, beginning Dec- 
ember 19th and get your i^ighbor 
and famUy to do likewise.

How far have we to go in the 
control of TUBERCULOSIS?

niGB COST OF NEGRO EDUCATION 

The decision that negro students in Missouri must be admitted to 
the University of that state or otherwise given equal courses o* In- 
struction cannot be questioned on the liasis of fairness of onpOTtunlty 
to all citizens, but H does raise a question of practical application 
which seems to thrust a tremendous burden, not alone on Missouri, bat 
on every state in the South. We take it that none of the Soutberft 
States will permit the admission of Negroes in classes with the white 
students at the institutions of higher learning, and certainly we do 
not advocate this, but to maintain separate courses of study, for the 
few who would qualify to take a professional education, would be so 
expensive as to appear wholly out of line with the advantages to be 
gained. Right now this question is before the heads of education in 
every part of the South, and it remains to be seen what can be dotte^# 
to meet the demands of the Supreme Court, and at the same tim^ 
maintain the standards accepted in the entire Southland. 

Here in Virginia we have an institution of higher learning for 
Negroes at Petersburg, but no professicmal courses are offered. Just 
-What would happen if some advanced student would wish to take a 
course in medicine or law. in the light of the Missouri decision, re- 
mains to be seen, but we feel that some compromise would have to be 
reachedrbecause wb do noOeel that it would do to send the student 
to any of the InstltutiiRis now maintained by the State for iMitt* 
students, to which they are denied admittance. 

Of course it is a legal question involving a conflict of laws, but 
the Constitution of Virginia provides for the segregation of white and 
negro pupils in this State, and so far we do not believe that the peatda 
would countenance such a thing even If the constitution did not PM- 
hibit it. That seems to leave only t}ie method of supplying profes- 
sional courses at the negro schools. It will involve a huge cost, but no 
other way seems to satisfy the Supreme Court, although the few Kegto 
students in the state who have qualified have been aided by the State 
to obtain their professional education at out-of-state institutions 
where they are accepted. 

The outc(»ne of this question seems to be in the lap of the futuxe. 
We shall hear of it early and often, unless we miss our guess, and 
eventually it will have to be solved. At proent, the solution seems to 
lie in providing for instrutclmi, at their own schools. It will never 
do to suggest anything else.

POUTICAL CYCLE 



Is it possible that we have, in 
American politics., cycles so de- 
finite that they can be charted 
and foreseen? Some political pro- 
phets and commentators think so, 
and give diagrams. 

Walter Lippman says the cycle 
is as follows: The conservatives, 
meaning the Republicans, are do- 
minant for twelve years, then the 
liberals, meaning the Democrats, 
are dominant for eight years, and 
so on, over and over, as demon- 
strated by the experience of the 
last eighty years. He finds, with 
surprising regularity, signs of 
such a shift am^earing m the 
mood of the voters and reflected 
a year or two later by a shift of 
control at Washington. 

The theory is worth studying by 
politicians, stateanen and psy- 
chologists. We might nnd that 
the political cycte corre^xmds 
with the weather cycle and the 
sunspot cycle. Or majHbe wltti ttie 
revohiticm of the planets. But 
thwe we would be getting bade to 
astrology.— 0)vlngt(Mi Vlrgtaian.

AT LAST— THE BLUFF IS CALLED 

Today we leam from the press dispatches that the Chamberlain 
govemment is taking a firmer stand against the dictators than form-*-^ 
erly. Mussolini has been told. Indirectly at least, that England will ^ 
not stand by and aet France attacked as far as her Mediterranean 
possessions are concerned. This, coming on top of the frequent 
statements from Premier Deladier to the effect that France will not 
relinquish any of her present holdings, seems to forecast a situatlcm 
whereby the Italians must put up or shut up. It may not, because 
both England and France have found ways to change their stand be- 
fore, but we have felt that sooner or later they would get together on 
a question and make a show down it, and when they do we have main- 
tained that dictators would back up, without pressing the issue. 

There has been considerable evidence of late that Chamberlain's 
"realistic diplomacy" had become too realistic even for its author, and 
ever since the Munich pact, the people of England have shown a lost 
of faith in it, and to some extent in Its author. The new turn of af- 
fairs Indicates a response to this public feeling, for after all matters 
of policy are fixed by public sentiment in that country, much as Uiey 
are here, and the questicms involved in the Mediterranean touctea 
England, and her future welfal^, on a most vital spot. Her "life line" 
is threatened, and unless we are mistaken Britain will never stand by < 

a permit such a thing to come to pass without a fight. 

With England and FVance seeing eye to eye on the matto- put 
forward by Mussolini, we fully expect to witness an adrift turatoc 
about in his demands, or a substantial modification of what he has j»,i 
advocated. On December 9th, we said in this column that neither <^' 
Germany, nor Italy, would fight in support of this demand »*ich Italy 
is making if a f hm stand was taken by England and France, and He 
continue to feel that we were right in that deduction, and that the 
world is about to witness the first instance of backing down by th^e 
po-ennial trouble makers, to this t^ae Italy overstepped herself in 
our opinion. •

Only on rare occasions do top- 
flight govemment of f icials open- 
ly and directly criticize the gov- 
ernment or policies of another 
power. Thus, when President 
Booaevelt recently spoke of the 
Jewish persecutiOBs in Germany 
a^ lieing horrible and abnost un- 
believable, he was dcring the un- 
usual and the daring. The Imme- 
diate rraponse was a bitter cmn- 
paign of vilification against this 
country in the inspired Nasi press. 
Hie response here was alwat 100 
per cent favorable to Mr. Roose- 
velt's stand. 

Furthermore, there is a grqwing 
sentiment in this country for 
tn>eaking off all commercial and 
diplmnatic relations with the 
Reich. That would be an economic 
blow to Qermany, whitih Is shaky 
flnancially as it is. But few UUnk 
it could produce much rekult un- 
less other powers Joined in., not- 
ably England and Prance. And in- 
asmuch as these coimtries ate now 
trying to cultivate German 
'friendship" there seems small 
chance of that. 

More immediate is the problem 
of aiding the persecuted Jews. 
There is a fair chance that one of 
Oermanv's former African col- 
onies may be turned into a Jew- 
ish haven and homeland. This 
would not solve the problem by 
any means, but it would do a 
great deal to lessen it. And, inas- 
much as Germany has been seek- 
hig the return of these colonies, it 
would be an ironic backhanded 
slap at Hitler. 

In the meantime, we would not 
be surprised if the American 
Ambassador to Berlin, who was 
recently called home to "r^jort," 
doesn't return to Berlin for some 
time to come.

This delicate timing ma- 
ohbie is operated from photo elee- 
trie call relays along thp pwxm 
These oeUs are toeated to time both 
the straii^taway mile and the 
stndtfitaway kilometer. 

The eyes of the world were on 
be powerful streamUned ears of 
the Ihiglish racers whoa they 
littoaked across tho Salt Ftots to 
break one record after another la 



voick succession, reaching fabulous 
speeds of more than 850 miles per 
hoar. Meanwhile Snapi^ Ford and 
his accurate machines were quietly 
recording racing history in the tim- 
ing stand oleren hundred feet from 
tho stral^taway eonrse.

Temperatures on the Salt Flats dur- 
ing August and September run as 
low as 66 degrees after sundown 
and as high as 105 Ui the heat of 
the day. 

Next year, when champions-to-be 
begin warming up for the 600-mile 
dash to fame in Indianapolis.

William Orton, who has been 
Frofessor of Economics at Smith 
College since 1922, has gcme out- 
side his field at different times 
before now to find subjects for 
various of his books and his con- 
tributions to periodteals. His lat- 
est venture taito the field of his- 
tory is by no means a hazardous 
one. He has not written for his- 
ttn-ians, however, but for a wide 
range of readers,— for all those 
who are entitled to form some op- 
mion about our present perplexi- 
ties. 

"Is there anywhere, Ui this 
siiame of civilisation," Professor 
Orton asks, "the germ of a new 
conscience, the hcqie of a true 
peace; ... or Is there a curse on 
us aU; on all our pacts, treaties, 
and covenants?" The two decades 
since the War, as surveyed in tills 
book, can hardly be said to reveal 
"the germ of a new conscience. 
The history of those twenty years 
Is, in the author's words, "essen- 
tially the history of the wicked 
nation thewy as applied in the 
policy of 'collective security* 
agahist CSermany." 'That policy, as 
he aays, ^iplains -why -sdf -deter- 
mination was thought necessmir 
for Caechoslovakla and some 
other countries, but unnecessary 
for Qermany, Austria, Hungary 
and Bulgaria. It explains the at- 
tempt to permanently crush Ger- 
many with a burden of repara- 
tions. It explains the perversion 
tirthe League of Nations, and that 
taistitution's debacle. It explahis 
Europe's costly and hazardous re- 
armament program.

"The steadily increasing rise in 
deaths attributable to heart dis- 
ease represents a major health 
pl-oblem. That certain childhood 
infectims such as scarlet fever, 
diphtheria, rheumatic fever, and 
even measles frequently are re- 
sponsible tor undermining the 
heart and thus cause it to fail to 
stand up to its Job is^later life, 
is generally recognized.

Suilplementing earlier articles 
In tbis series entitled "Early Ef- 
forts to Conserve the Supply" and 
"Water Farming or Agriculture" 
reference should be made to mo- 
dem oyster farming, our greatest 
under-water crop. First, let me 
remmd you that 60 percent of our 
annual harvest of more than 14,- 
000,000 bushels is produced on the 
20 percent of oyster growing bot- 
toms which are under cultivation. 

There are three classes of oy- 
ster grounds — seed grounds, grow- 
ing grounds and maturing 
grounds, each with special adap- 
tations to Its particular use. Com- 
parable differences occur in. agri- 
culture, one type of soil being well 
adapted to one crop and another 
to some other cr(H>. 

nriireparing for a set of l>aby 
oysters, the bottom is carefully 
cleaned by dredging up the loose 
debris of old shells, enemies of the 
ojnters such as starfish and drills, 
etc. Just prior to the spawning 
of the adult oysters, in early 
summer, dry clean shells from the 
shucking houses are scattered over 
the bottoms at the rate i^ about 
500 to 1,000 bushels an acre. Un- 
less there are stocks of adult 
spawners nearby, adult oysters are 
scattered over Uie beds on top of 
the shells. 

A single adult female of our na- 
tive Eastern oyster may discharge 
between 100 and 500 mlUl<m eggs 
during the spawning season, while 
the male may liberate billions of 
moUte sperms. The fertilieed eggs 
grow and devdop into a reseml>- 
lance of the adult ojrsto: as a Itee 
swimming animal. After about 14 
days ttwy settle down and if on 
a libai, nx^ or branch, attach 
thmselves thoeto and deveIoi»- 
ment proceeds apace. Badi tiny 
Individual is termed a "spat" and 
if the shdls are well covned with 
tlnse tiny mwt the f anna- has » 
good "set." If the seed grounds are 
reasonably safe from winter 
sibonas and ice, the yoMUg seed 
<vslers may remain on the 



I grounds of their birth for a year 
or more, otherwise in the fall they 
will be dredged up and moved to 
a safer home. The yearling seed 
oysters are moved to growing 
grounds, being planted at the rate 
of about 300 to 500 bushels to the 
acre, depending on the richness 
of the set and the character of 
the grounds. A year later, the 
growing oysters are thinned out, 
about half being moved to other 
growing grouhds to prevent 
crowding and reduce mortality. 
This procoH is reiieated so that 
at the age of 4 srears, the oysters 
may have been transplanted two 
or three times. However, but a 
small fraction of 1 percent of the 
original spat ever grows to ma- 
turity. 

At the age of 4 to 6 yefirs for 
northern oysters, the adult jyster.s 
now of market sise are removed 
to maturing grounds usually In 
water of 2 to 3 fathoms, where 
there is an abundance of food so 
that they will fatten up for mar- 
ket. In southern vraters the oy- 
sters reach a market size much 
sooner, some in as shc^t a time 
as 18 months to 2 years. 

While the waterman who harv- 
ests his oysters from free bottoms 
during the oyster season is free 
to fish or engage in other occupa- 
tiaas during the summer seas(Mt, 
our oyster farmer is sendtog out 
his boat crews and laborers to 
clean the bottoms, mop up star- 
fish, clear the beds of othM- 
enemies, and other farming op- 
erations. Thus the oyster farmer 
is furnishing year round emidoy- 
ment to thousands of watermen 
and creating new wealth for the 
community in which he lives.

•■ radium poisoaing— that Insidi- 
ous disease which often brings Its 
vtetlma to a slow, horrible death- 
has been developed by Dr. L. F. 
Curtl!4s. of the National Bi)jreau of 
Standards. 

The new apparatus, which Dr. 
Curtiss calls a "detector for feeble 
radium activity," will reveal the 
presence of minute particles of ra- 
lium on workers, on their clothing, 
or in the plants where they are at 
work. Since the device will locate 
radium quantities so small that they 
are not at the time dangerous. It 
provides warning in plenty of time 
for the victim to be treated, or for 
radium particles to be removed 
from oven places where they can 
be harmful. 

The device is portable. Develop- 
ed by a Government employee In 
Government iaboratorles. it will not 
be patented. Any manufacturer who 
desires to m..ke one will be given 
free Instructions by the Bureau of 
Standards. 

The Inatrumtit employs an Inte- 
grating counter ilrcuit. The circuit 
Is powered by dr.' cells supplied by 
tbe National Carbon Co. Testa show 
that the device la aensltlve to one 
mtntgram of radtu.n at a distance 
of eight yards. It la also useful for 
radium prospecting tod tor locating 
lost radium. 

Several years agi. many girls 
who were employed t« paint lumi- 
nous nukierals and bands on watch- 



ual and painful deaths of radiiun 
poisoning. In most cases they were 
poisoned by licking their brushes 
to bring the Inlsties to a line point 

Death may result If two micro 
grams of radlUm— a barely vialble 
speck — collect In the bonea. Not 
readily eliminated by the body, ra- 
dium, like lead and mercury, piles 
up In the system, destroying the 
blood-producing centers and cor 
roding the bonea. Sarcoma, a form 
of cancer, often accompanies radi- 
um poisoning. 

In recent years, radium dial paint 
Ing plants have developed many 
protective devices and have brought 
safety for their workers to tha high- 
est point poaslble. The danger of 
contamination through careless 
ness, nevertheless, remains ki many 
places where radium Is need. 

Dr. Curtisa' device has the adva» 
tage of not only detecting k>ose 
radium, but also of measuring the 
quantity accurately — a neceaalty If 
tbe disease la to be treated effect- 
ively. Ip many cases, a chemical 
called parathormone is injected, 
causing the body to. rid itself of 
from 60 to 98 per cent of the 
radium. 

Dr. Curtiss, who Is in charge of 
tbe Radium Laboratory of the Na- 
tional Bureau of Standards, also 
lists among his InyenttoBS a boi 
for the safe transportation of ra- 
dium and forceps to handle it with- 
out danger.

hence of mortgage loes— neighbm-- 
hood depreciation and blight." 

Individual mortgsge-lending ta- 
stitutions can only seek to avoid 
the risks ta neighborhood deive- 
ciation and blight by restricttag 
their lendtag operations to those 
neighborhoods which promise the 
greatest, stability. 

"Whatever the cause of a par- 
ticular neighborhood's deprecia- 
tion and blight, the taevitable 
effect is declining values of the 
properties it embraces and grow- 
ing risks to the mortgages they 
seciu-e. Risks from tills cause, it is 
generally agreed, are greater than 
the risks arising from the depre- 
ciation of the properties them- 
selves," Mr. McDonald says. 

Through its operations ta the 
48 states and In hundreds of cities 
and towns, Mr. McDonald de- 
clares, the Federal Houstag Ad- 
mtaistration is actively encourag- 
ing better city planntag and the 
Improvement of zontag laws and 
buildtag regulations.

For 
groceries and canned goods the 
shelves may be narrower, six- or 
seven-tach shelves for packaged 
groceries and even four-tach 
shelves for canned goods. 



Q. Is there anythtag I can do to 
correct sagging shutters? 

A. Try plactag right-angle 
braces at the corners. 



Q. We tiave a stone sidewalk, 
and the stones are peeltag. What 
can be done to stop tills condi- 
tion? 

A. There is no satisfactory rem- 
edy for this condition. 



Q. Is it necessary to have wood 
sills under all Inside doors? 

A. No. They are needed only 
where the floor materials on each 
side of the door are not the same, 
or where the direction of the 
flooring boards is different on 
each side of the door. In such 
cases a "saddle," or sill, is used to 
cover the junction between the 
flooring material. If the floors are 
carefully laid, however, saddles 
may be omitted ta the latter case 



Q. What is the best method ler 
buikUng a terrace? 

A. It is wen to lay a bed of hard 
cta(ters w gravel or tatAen stone 
tuodemeath as a drataa^ bed. 
This win also serve as a eudilon 
tor frost. In this case the terraee 
Is much less apt to heave ta free*' 
tag weather. On top of thte fh«F- 
stiBies, l»ick, or tile may be friae- 
ed. Any of these materials win be 
serviceable and attractive. Con- 
crete, plain or scored, may like- 
wise be used. 



Q. Sometimes the water ta oar 
house turns to steam.

Plumbing May 
Control Health 
Of Community 

The health of a family, some- 
times even an entire community, 
may depend upon a single pliunb- 
tag system. 

Faulty or worn-out plumbtag 
constitutes a serious health hazard 
and is doubly dangerous because 
the faults are not usually appar- 
ent. 

A complete check-up should be 
made at regular intervals to guard 
against the possibility of water- 
supply contamtaation. Causes tor 
water pollution most often en- 
countered include: The occurr«M» 
of a vacuum ta the system, leiUt- 
tag valves, general disrepair ot 
water, soU, and waste Unes; stop- 
ping up of pipes by the develop- 
ment of back pressure; and open 
water storage tanks. 

The degree . of danger trom 
plumbtag defects usually varlea 
accordtag to the age of bulldtags. 
but even a new buildtag may har^ 
bor a health menace resulttac^ 
trom faulty instaUation of plumlK^ 
tag.

It is the 
hope of those In charge that there 
will be clothes for all. The local 
cleaners have agreed to clean and 
in-ess things that need it. The re- 
sponse of those who have had the 
need brought to their attention 
has been generous, but there is 
need for much more, and while 
time remains, the people of the 
Beach and County who are in a 
position to help, are requested tu 
give of their aid in furnishing 
funds, clothes, toys and food, so 
that the children in these homes 
can retiun to school, and the 
other members of the families 
have something of the apirit of 
Christmas.

Local Education 
And Government 

The Advisory Committee on 
Education which was tostructed 
by the President to study the 
whole subject of Federal relation- 
ship to State and local conduct 
of education has just published 
for free dlstributio^a thirty-one 
page pamphlet <8uinmarizing the 
findings and recommendations 
contained in its lengthy official 
report, which was submitted to the 
President, and by him to Con- 
gress, earlier In the year. The 
findings ahd proposals of the 
Committee are stated concisely in 
the opening paragraph of the 
pamphlet. After statlhg that 
"The public school system in the 
United States greatly needs Im- 
provement", and that; "Glaring 
inequalities characterize educa- 
tional opportunities throughout 
the Nati(m", It is further asserted 
that: "The education that can be 
provided at present in many local- 
ities is below the minimum neces- 
sary to preserve democratic Insti- 
tutions." The Committee* there- 



fore concludes that: "Federal aid 
is the only way in which the dif- 
ficulties in this widespread and 
complex situation can be ade- 
quately corrected."

Production of the prlnclp^ 
crops in 1938 was smaller thaa^ 
last year but was above the 19- 
year f 1936-37 > average, and tb* 
value of these crops is estimated 
at $91,615,000 compared with 
$110,539,000 in 1937 and $112,254,- 
000 in 1936, according to the Vir- 
ginia Cooperative Crop Reporting 
Service. While crop values are 18 
percent less than last year, farm 
income for 1938 will only show a 
decrease of approxinoately 10 per- 
cent, as the value of livestock and 
livestock products, which provide 
nearly SO percent of Virginia farm 
income, will be only slightly iesi 
than in 1937. when the total cuh 
farm income, estimated at $139.- 
096,000, was the largest since 1939. 
The total acreage of crops harv- 
ested this year is estimated at 3,- 
805,600 acres, which was a de- 
crease of 5 percent from the IWI 
acreage of 3,988,000 acres, and 
practically the same as the 19- 
year average of 3,856,000 acres. 
The yield per acre of practically 
all crops is below the untisually 
large yields of last year, bat Is 
generally above the iO-xm -asver- 
age. Weather condltkms durinf 
the growing season were generally 
unfavorable as there was too much 
rain in June and July and too 
little rain in August aiMl Septem- 
ber. 

Com Mijor Crap 

Com is the leading crop In acre- 
age and total value, but on^ a 
■mall percentage ot this cr^ Is 
sold, so the cash income from 
com is quite small. The acreafe 
harvested is estimated at IJI91.-

yet. First he Is Interested in 
cementing the Americas In a bond 
of friendship, of mutual under- 
standing and in cooperation for 
defense of the Western Hemisp- 
here. To every country peace and 
prosperity is paramount. 

Peace will come Through a fair 
trade agreement, because peace 
invariably follows proQierity and 
wars are generaUy dictated by eco- 
nomic ills. Accordingly, Secre- 
tary Hull, the one outstanding 
statesman In the cabinet, is play- 
ing a leading role in the interest 
of each Nation in the Americas. 

Even though conferences pave 
the way for better understanding 
their results do not mean a per- 
manent solution of problems. 
Agreements must invariably be 
backed with enforcement. Laws 
are only as perfect as their en- 
forcement. Therefore this Nation 
and all other nations must main- 
tain an army, navy and air force 
sufficiently large and modem for 
the defense of their own territory 
and rights, and for the enforce- 
ment of all agreements with their 
allies. Because there is a friendly 
spirit in the Western Hemisphere, 
does not necessarily mean that 
police forces well trained and 
equipped are not needed. The 
United States should not be Jock- 
eyed into a position of being 
policeman for the peace of the 
Western Hemisphere, but it 
should maintain a force sufficient 
to guarantee the peace and execu- 
tion of agreements among the 
States of United Americas.

The result of the disclosures to date include the wrecking of the 
drug firm, with the attendant loss -of a reported ^20,800,000^ -file 
Innocent stock holders; the suicide of the head of the firm Dr. Coster- 
Musica himself: the arrest on a charge of swindling of all ttree of the 
brothers, and their confinement in default of $100,000 bail, and now 
the threatened indictment of others (unknown at this writing) who 
are suspected of participation in the gun running, and other lllciaL 
phases of the mysterious Docfor's undertakings. Briefly, this is the 
house that he pulled in on himself and others, when he was uncover- 
ed as the most fantastic crook of modern times. Just how he eeold 
have pulled the wool over the eyed of so many people, and hidden hla ], 
criminal record for so long, must come out before many more days 
have elapsed. We fear that others will lose their respectable ratlng- 
when the whole truth is known.

TOGETHER AT LAST 

The news of the week brings evidence of the fact that both Sttf- 
land and France have about reached the end of their patience witlk 
th twin disturbers of world peace. Events happening in each of those 
countries shows that a change has come about, and it begins to aniear 
that the day of acceding to the demands of the dictators has ciHne- 
to an end. 

To trace briefly the events leading up to this situation one haa 
but to recall that a week or so ago Italy was (unofficially) but no less- 
loudly, demanding Tunesia and Corsica from France. These dema 
met with immediate unofficial refusal to comity with the 
wishes in the matter. Today we find Fbreign Minister Georges Bon- ^ 
net, and the Chamber of Deputies, putting the official stamp of ap-^ 
proval on the earlier unofficial attitude. With the Foreign Minister 
telling the Chamber that France is prepared to resist any attempt to- 
partition the Empire and that "it would lead to armed conflict." The 
Deputies are said to have risen unanimously to cheer his words. 

At the same time the Foreign Minister took occasion to tell the 
Chamber that any unprovoked aggression directed at Great Britain 
would find "all the fwces of France — on land, sea and in the air — 
spontaneously and immediately utilized for the defense of Great Bri- 
tain." 

This is the French phase of the change of attitude. The Brittstk 
change came about in much the same way. Prime Minister Chamber- 
lain in an address to the House of Commons, told that body that the 
leaders of the German nation would be makhig a "tragic blunder" if 
they mistook the British love of peace and willingness to compromise 
for general weakness. In his general remarks the Prime Minister took 
occasion to calf on Hitler for some "sign" that he shu^d the ctostie 
for peace-and pointed out further that a peaceful atmosphere would 
help Germany as much as it would help England. Concluding, th# 
head of the British government took the occasion to tell the House 
that Britain "stood fast with France." 

Coupling these two situations together, one is forced to the oonc 
sion that England and FVance have met on a common basis of under- 
standing and intend for Germany and Italy to know that iwlther of 
them will acceed further to the demands of the trouble miAers. Voe 
this reascm we are hiclined to think that any further demands will 
lead to trouble, because the dictators will not make them unless they 
are pr^;)ared to carry then through to the logical conclusion, and U^ 
have been warned that neither England nor FSrance will countemmce 
the taking of any tsrrttory. The attempt would certamiy lead to war.

Md in Impcn-tance anxniK our 
fWiery industries, being exceeded 
only by the great salmon fisheries 
of our Pacific northwest. It gives 
employment to about- M.(X» per- 
sims, scattered along our coasts 
tti hundreds of fishing hamlets 
Mid towns. Many of the employees 
mrk on farms during the sum- 
nwr and supplement such earn- 
ings Iqr oy^«ring or working In 
ttw hucking i^ants during the 
winter months. It is obvious there- 
fore, that as the demand for oy- 
aters ino-eiises and a greater acre- 
age 1» brought under eultivation. 
many more persons will be em- 
pteiyed, a considerable number of 
wtiich will find work during the 
flOfttre year. The investment In the 
<V>ter Industry approximates $20.- 
000.000 and the annual harvest 
nets the oystermen about $10,- 
000,000. Formerly when oysters 
wer« much more abundant the re- 
turas to the watermNi were as 
high as $14,000,000. 

In the fishery, the oysters are 
imnmttA from the beds with scla- 
aff-Ue hand tongs or with dred- 
rti operated from boats. The 
htodles of the tongs are worked

Oysters are 
tonged in waters up to 20 feet or 
more In depth. 

Oredgra are pro v i d ed with stout 
teeth, the os^sters being ctriiected 
in Iron mesh bai^. the larger cx^ 
capaUe of iKddlng ftom IS to 30 
burtiels. On the larger vessels as 
many as four dredges may be in 
use. two OR each skte of the boat, 
the larger vessels taking aboard 
as much as 3,000 or 4,000 bushels 
in a day. 

At the packing houses the oy- 
sters are prepare for shipment to 
consuming centers either as mar- 
ket shell stock, fresh shucked oy- 
ster meats, packaged and frozen 
meats, or hermeticaUy sealed and 
processed as canned oysters. 

Fresh oyster meats are packed 
in individual containers of tin. 
glass or paper of various sizes, the 
gallon can being the most ptqwlar. 
The cans are packed in boxes or 
barrels surrounded by crushed Ice. 
The frozen oyster meats are pack- 
aged in one pound cartons or 12 
oz. paper cups, or other containers 
holding a specified number of oy- 
sters.' The great bulk of the oy- 
sters harvested are marketed as 
shucked fresh oyster meats. 

Market shell ojrsters are used 
prlncipaUy by hotels, restaurants 
and other public eating places or 
for export. The individual oysters 
In the shell are graded carefully 
according to idse and packed, us- 
ually in a three budiel barrel for 
^pment to maitet.

WASHINOTON ODES ON THE 
OfTENSITE 




The United States government 
—unless there to unlooked-for 
oppositlMi in the forth-coming 
Congress— has started to fight the 
dictator nations with their own 
weap<His of government-subsidiz- 
ed trade and financlU credits to 
needy friendly «ations. 

That, in the view of political 
experts, to the only deduction that 
can be made from two remark- 
able events which occurred during 
the week ending December 17tb. 

First, in a cautiously worded 
announcement, Secretary Mor- 
geQIhau said that the Treasury 
was studying a plan to use Feder- 
al funds to help finance trade 
with South America. Coming on 
the heeto of the Lima conference, 
in which the American delegates 
tried, with moderate success, to 
cement cracked Pan-American re- 
lations, the meaning of thto to 
apparent. We have been steadily 
losing ground in South America. 
Oermany, with her blocked-mark 
bu-ter astern, has been steadily 
gnning, as has Italy to a lesser 
degree. With foreign trade hi its 
present state of doldrums, private 
capital to not hi aiiy position to 
fight a trade wai- U;^ which the 
"enemy" has behind it the res- 
ource of a powerful government. 
Therefore, it to argued, thto gov- 
ernment must help American 
business in a way very similar to 
the way the Fascist and Nasi gov- 
ernments help their businesses. 

Second, there was announced an 
extremely complicated plan which 
will give the hard-pressed Chhiese 
national government a sizable U.

But, however 
complex the method. sun>lybig 
the Chinese patriots to an assault 
on the hivading Japanese."

What has been an>arait from tlw beglnntaig to iriiout to take 
lAwe te, the affairs ci Europe. SevCTal nwoths ago wh«!i the <Hcta- 
tora pat over the bogus peace tciOomttm rape of Cae^MrtoviAla, and 
Prime Mintoto' Chamberlain attempted to dignify it unctar the flne 
soundhv term of "appeasement", the groundwork for future trouble 
WM laid and we seem on the verge of reairing ttw laorert that was 
sown at Mm^di. 

Whereas France was a party to the Mtmteh debacle, Qw preaent 
demandi of MisssoUnl, invcdve h^ own torltortos. and dw has diown 
no %rmi^nesa to give them up in tlw Interest cS a poorly purchased 
peace, m fact she has put Rome on notice to the effect ttiat nothing 
to to be fnrthcMntaig. As a counter move to thto refuaM to pnt with 
Frmch holdings hi the Meditarranean and mi the African mainland, 
Musscrttaal has notiftod nrance that the li»5 Itak>-Freneh Ci^ontal 
Fact to no Itmger m effect, and France has agreed, thus Uirowing the 
deputed points of mixed pomilatloos and conflicting bn-dor claims 
into the reahiq of delnte. 

No one would be so bold as to deny Out dire poaslbUIUes attend 
thto turn of affairs. The Ptqiulatlon of each country has been in- 
censed by things which have occured in the other, and the leading 
spcAesmen for each nation have made statements, which if they are 
^Bcere, practically declares each ol tham ready for war if the other 
makes a move in that direction. In such an atmosphere it win be dif- 
ficult to avoid war in the coming nxHitlis. 

Prhne Minister Chamberlain, who to a great lover of peace will 
undoubtedly make an effort to keep some manner of peace in that 
quarter, when ^e goes to Rome on hto proqwctive visit. But, if hto 
promises to France mean what they say, and France In turn means 
what she says, the groundwork for a complete showdown on the bluff- 
ing demands of the dictators has been laid, and the next several weeks 
should disclose the first histance in which th^ must put-up or shut- 
up. It was inevitable that that day should come and little can be 
gained by delaying it. / 



ANOTHER DECLARATION OF INDEPENDENCE 

The Lima meeting of the Pan-American conference has conclud- 
ed with what purports to be an accord on the major question Before 
that body. The news columns carry statements that the republics 
have been brought Into a solid block agataist foreign aggression, and 
quote the chairman. Dr. Carlos Concha, Peruvian foreign mintoter, as 
sUttog to the delegates that they had "amply fulfilled expectations." 

We, in thto country, knowing that the expecUtlons of those who 
went ta the conference were that the meeting would agree to support 
th sptolt of the Monroe Doctrine, and pledge a solid front to foreign 
aggression, have been a lltUe disappointed at the attitude of the Ar- 
genthie In attempting to modify the language of the provision calltaig 
upon each nation to so declare Itself. The final result was a com- 
promise as to the language used to deference to the wishes of Uie del- 
egates from that country. However, Secretary Hull has stated hto 
thorough sattofaction with what has been done, and took occasion to 
teU the n4tlons of this conthient that they may have to exerctoe the 
"utmost vlgilence" in thto hemtophere to restot the "spread of milita- 
rtotlc systems threatening to ruin the world." 

In short that to why they were m Uma, and If they have succeed- 
ed hi planttog the seed of solidarity of the countries of the American 
conthient, and if through due dUigence and co-operation that united 
determhiatlon will grow tato an aU American sph-it, then they have 
succeeded. The dtocorsent note which was raised by Argentina, has 
been quieted for the present, and it may be that it was no more than 
an honest difference as to phraseology. For the present we must be- 
lieve that, because the very' spirit of democratic InstitutkHis oootam- 
plates differences of oplnloii and to baaed on the idea of compromtoe 
with caxe another. 

If, In spite of the tongtiage embodied to the Pact, which was the 
pohit difference, the Lhna Conference has emerged with a genuhie 
deternUnatlon to restot "foreign aggression", then the conference was 
indeed a success, and In the course of thne Lhna may take its place 
beside the^ other great declarations of htotory.

"What to more 
hnportant than such a revision considered by Itself to a comprehensive 
and weU balanced labor iwogram designed as far as possible to pro- 
mote todustrlal peace ... It to unUkely that Congress could form a 
balanced program hi the heat of its own debates unless some authori- 
tative preUmtaary study had ah-eady been made of the problem The 
President could perform no m<»e useful service hi thto cause than by 
the appohitmoit of a commission, shnilar hi its general make-up to 
the commtosion that gave us such fhie objective reports on labor con- 
ditions hi England and Sweden-to prepare a set of well-considered 
recommendations. If such a commtoslon's report were balanced and 
nonpartisan, the resulting discussions and legtolatlon hi Congress 
would ahnost certahily be governed by its spirit." 

The moUves domhiathig those who ctmcelved and passed the 
^^!PJ*/''' "*^* °° *'"'"'" e««»«ent The resuLs or the Act. to put It 
mlldl^. have been chaotic. Industrial warfare aad sabotas- have been 
hicreased. not lessened-at a cost of untold millions to labor c:s weU as 
hidustry. Jurtodlctlonal tobor fights have be> me ahnost common- 
Pla^. where previously they were Unknown. In spirit, it may be said 
that the principle of the Act was a rtep hi ihe right drnxtlon In 
actual practice, the Act ;^ms to have failed ahnost completely 

Labor must realize that It has the most to lose ftom such condi- 
tions as thto Act has helped create and encourage. AnU-labor teehas 
and legislation wlU be the hievltable result of labor warfare whteh 
Ignores the pubUc hiterest. as witness the stringent antt-plckettng biU 
recently voted by the people at a general elecUon hi Oregon The 
honest worUng man. as weU aa the labor racketeer, will suffer hi the 
Proo^ m truth, decent labor, and the unions which ivpnsent It. 
shouM logically be among the foremost suppoiten of some such pro- 
gram as the Thnes suggests.

V A^li^ tiitf^^WMilIn >tt not# 
senator, she to to be allowed to 
draw a senatorial salary for the 
two months intervening between 
hex election and the convening of 
congress on January 3. Presum- 
ably, she will be permitted to draw 
for tbe hire of secretarial assist- 
ance, for stationery, et catera, for 
the two months. Also, it to under' 
stood that she to occupjring trfflcea 
in the senate office building which 
will be taken over by the full term 
senator on January 3. Further-

The number of pigs saved by 
Virginia farmers during the past 
fall Is estimated to be 488,000, 
which is an increase of 7 percent 
over the number saved in the fail 
of 1037, according to the T^rginia 
Cooperative Crop Reporting Ser- 
vice. This is the largest fall pig 
crop since 1927. "nie total num- 
ber of pigs saved during the spring 
and fall of 1938 is estimated to be 
902,000. or an Increase of 4 per- 
cent over 1^7. 

The number of sows farrowing 
this fall is estimated at 74,000 
compared with 70,000 last year or 
an increaw of percent. The av- 
erage number of pigs saved per 
litter was 6.0 which was slightly 
above the average number last 
Tear of 6.53. Producers reported 
that the number of sows expected 
to farrow next spring wiU be 81,- 

000 or an increase of 11 percent 
over the 73,000 farrowing in th« 
spring of 1937. These estimates 
are based upon reports from a 
large number of farmers, secured 
by the Rural Mall Carriers. 

Throughout the United States 
the upswing in hog production, 
which started in the spring of this 
year, will continue into 1939. The 
fall pig crop is estimated at 18 
percent larger than the fall crop 
; of 1937, and the total pig crop of 

1 1938 is about 15 perfcent larger 
' than in 1937. The number of sows 
I expected to farrow in the spring 

of 1939 is 21 percent larger than 
the number that farrowed in the 
spring of 1938. The total number 
of pigs savgd this fall throughout 
the country Is estimated at 27,- 
651,000 compared with 23,431,000 
in the fall of 1937. This is the 
largest fall crop of pigs since 1933 
when 30.740,000 were saved. In- 
cluding the spring crop, the total 
number of pigs saved this year is 
I estimated at 71,088i000 compared 
with 61,907,000 during 1937. 

The total number of sows far- 
rowing in the fall is estimated at 
4,372,000 which was an increase 
of about 16 percent over the fall 
of 1937, and the average number 
of pigs saved per litter was 6.32 
compared with 6.24 in the fall of 
1937. This is the largest fall av- 
erage per litter ever reported, and 
is a continuation of the upward 
trend in size of litters, which has 
been in evidence for some years. 
The number of sews to farrow m 
the spring i^ason of 1939 is indi- 
cated to be 8,238X100 which be 
the largest number farrowinr 
since the spring of 1933 when 9,- 
122,000 sows farrowed. The Dec- 
ember survey indicates that the 
1938 spring pig crop has been 
marketed fairly, which is unusual 
In years of abundant feed, low 
feed prices and a high hog-corn 
ratio.

"We are trying to decide whe- 
ther to feed. them here or to ship • 
them south.

"The trouble with keeping them 
here is not so much the cost of[ 
feed as the difficulty of supplying 
them with water during the 30- 
degree-below - zero temperatures 
due soon.
